Facing the Salem Board of 
Education at an adjourned ses­ 
sion tonight at 7 :30 will be a 
decision on the size of an oper- 
at:ng levy to be voted on at 
the polls Nov. 2. 
The measure to be filed soon 
with the county board of elec­ 
tions will be put forth in a bid 
to provide increases in salaries 
for all personnel, including ad­ 
ministrators, teachers and non­ 
certificated people. 
The action represents 
the 
third effort by the board since 
last November to urge a levy 
for raising salaries. The levies 
met defeat at both 
the 
last 
regular election and at the Mav 
primary . 
Appointments mav also 
be 
made tonight to help round out 
the administrative and instruc­ 
tional staff with the advent of 
a new school term in Septem­ 
ber. Vacancies include two ele­ 
mentary 
school 
principalships 
and several in teaching. 
The Salem Education Associ­ 
ation has remained adamant in 
its promotion of a 4 6 mill levy , 
which would benefit chiefly the 
core of 16 5 teachers in the city 
sy stem. The group feels that 
this would be a minimum to 
insure the needs of a new sal­ 
ary schedule worked out bet­ 
ween teachers and board before 
the last November election. 
The 
new 
schedule 
sought 
would provide a range of $4.9 00 
to $7,300 for the BA degree and 
from $5,400 to $8 ,400 for the 
MA in steps with increments 
of $200 each. The current sche­ 
dule calls for $4,350 to $5,9 57 for 
the BA and from $4.8 50 to $6 ,- 
575 for the MA.
